The plan will be .ubmltted to the 
next I>-irlHlnturii and It In believed ttutt 
body will lalfr th.- iit-ft.HMiiry ,atopa to 
hsve It voted on by the people. 

Under tba present SUte road fund 
Income the Bute can build and main- 
tain only about as much roads per 
ysar s. arc annually -xnTr. out. So It 
Is plain that the great primary aya' 
tern for the entire eute can never bo 
oomplotad without a larger eupply ot 
mosay. 

inoriy-tieo mlUlona will enable the 
road dapartment to build the lyatem 
In (Is. or aeven year, and the prem-nt 
road laooma oan be w> UMd under the 
Awoclatlon*. plan that It will return 
the bond luue and Intercat In thirty 
yiara. No other plan ba. ever been 
suggested that will give u. road, soon 
inough to I'l' satisfactory. 

RAUROADSERViCE 
* POOR AND COSTLY 



The. writer of thl. article waa one of 
a number of iiaaMnger. who ^ught 
tlekeU to CallettMinrg, Atfiland and 
other points Monday and .toed In the 
aisles of a Uig Sandy train all tbe way 
tn oar dastlnatlooa. An average of 
llflaea Baraona atoad aa«h ooach. 
We wero 4ald this «OMtUOn preralled 
all the way from Plkevllle down, and 
tliat It happen, frequently. 

During the war and tbe atrenuoH* 
liuslness period following It Up to la 
spring the people were very patient 
with the poor service rcndcn-d by the 
rallroada. The ni-wspapcre likewise 
withheld criticism. But now, with bua- 
Inses so light that railroads and all 
other line, are howling for more, It 
tfcetoa to us that the time for patiently 
aubmlttlng to aueb Indifferent service 
haa paaMd. Idle cara crowd the aM- 
laga. No good reason can be aaaign* 
ad tat tralna carrying no few ooaohes 
that the people are herded lato them 
una cattle and foreed to stand for 
hours, at the nma Ume paying exor- 
blunt mileage for the prtvUaga. Tr«r- 
ellng thla way Ip the antiquated ears 
need on the Big Sandy dtvialM. la but 
little better than riding a Mlea rail. 

The excuse may be offered that this 
doer not occur every day. and this, 'no 
doubt la true, but H la the business of 
the railroad nanacaaient to keep alive 
to the eventa and aeaaona that tn^u- 
enee tha rMinae ot travel. If Mondays 
and Saturday, are the big days more 
coaehea ahould ba oarrled than on oth- 
er day*. Vhea United BUtee Court 
opens at CatletUburg, more oars 
should be added to the tralna for two 
or three daya When pifbUc daya or 
large attractions occur along the line 
the railroad should provide additional 
equipment. It they have no syatacn of 
keeping up with these evenU they 
should get one. ThlH Is service that 
may reasonably be expected by the 
public. The old daya when a certain 
ilgh railroad official "got away with" 
an anawee to a public demand with the 
words, "The public be damned," are 
gone forever. 

Exorbitant Chair Car Rates. 

There ia another matter th.it de- 
manda * loud Udk In connection with 
the Big Sandy divtalon, and that la the 
minimum ohaige of 81 cents for riding 
three miles or thirty mll«« In the chair 
car. TbiH l8 in addition to Qie-fhre of 
four cents per mile. 'iUtvlHK^ trver. 
It haa t>ecn over long enough to let go 
of thla graft. Many persons are forc- 
ed Into the chair car by the inadtquate 
day coach equipment and often by the 
lack Ot soaU In the conchcB. H l8 un- 
fair and outrageous to make such a 
charge for abort distances. S6 lOenta 
was the mlntanimi charge before the 
war. and that waa the amount charg- 
ed from Ixiuiaa to Ashland. What 
Justification can be offered for a charge 
of three and a fourth limes that rate? 

The C. * O, haa no piece of railroad 
that returns more business on the In- 
veatBont than the Big Sandy division, 
nor one that receives less In the way 
of service. x 

It Is time to kick.

Pt. Pleasant, MT. Va., Bept. !».— W. 
H. ■ Hully" Griffith, double "Mftir" at 
the Mate prison waa for the third time 
sentenced to a Ufe sentence In the pen- 
itentiary by Judge O'Brien In clroiUt 
court here early today. The Jury 
which went otit flatnrday night, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty of murder In 
the flrtt degree this morning. Life 
sentence and solitary confinement for 
one year was recommended. 

Judge O'Brien disregarded the aol- 
itary confinement recommendation and 
sentenced the prisoner to life. 

UrilTlth was decidedly relieved by the 
sentence. He expected tha dnath pen- 
alty.
